In Min­ 
nesota by far the greater portion 
of the livestock is m arketed co­ 
operatively, and this is also done 
extensively in many other states. 
Last year a large portion of the 
wool clip was m arketed coopera­ 
tively through “wool pools,’ which 
collected and graded the wool and 
sold it directly to the mills. 
“W hat the farm er now proposes 
to do is to strengthen their local 
organizations so as to be able to 
m arket their 
products 
gradually 
throughout the year, and to follow 
these products a little farther down 
the devious road which leads to 
the consumer. 
In the case of grain 
it is proposed to ship much of the 
crop direct from the country ele­ 
vators to the consumers and dis­ 
tributors, thus 
elim inating

one-third of the present 
railroad 
handling of grain.

are as 
costly to the consumer as they ai e 
disastrous to farm ers.

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RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE JOINT CONFERENCE 
OF 
WHOLESALERS AND RETAILERS 
IN ATLANTIC CITY, JUNE 9, 1920 


* 
“With a desire to bring about a stable condition in our industry and to confer regarding conditions as they now 
exist, the Joint committee representing the National Association of Clothiers, and the National Association of Retail 
Clothiers, convened in Atlantic City, June 9th and 10th. 
Aud, after a careful canvass of the entire situation, would of­ 
fer the following statement as representing the-consensus of opinion of the conference. 
“THAT DESPITE ALL STATEMENTS TO THE CONTRARY, WE ARE UNABLE AT THIS TIME TO SEE HOW 
LOWER PRICES FOR FAUL MERCHANDISE CAN BE EXPECTED. 
Yet we pledge every endeavor of the two or­ 
ganizations to unremitting effort to bring about every possible reduction. 
Each member of the Manufacturers’ Associa­ 
tion pledges that any price reduction that may bq made by him on suits prior to November 15th, and on overcoats prior 
to December 1st, will be made retroactive and be granted on all orders whether or not such other orders had previously 
been shipped.

“In view of this understanding we believe those merchants who have placed orders consistent with their conserva­ 
tive needs should have no hesitancy in confirming such orders and that retailers who have not yet placed their fall 
orders may safely do so under the same conditions. 
“We believe there is immediate need to do all we can, both as retailers and manufacturers to make possible 
a steady continuance of production. 
% 
“With full realization of the impossibility for any one to prophesy with certainty the condition that may prevail in 
the future, we offer the above as our belief at this time, and to provide a means for keeping the members of both as­ 
sociations in constant touch with the situation as it develops. 
We recommend that a special committee, consisting of 
three retail clothiers and three clothing manufacturers, be appointed to constitute a special committee on conditions, 
such committee to keep in closest possible touch with developments and issue statements to the trade whenever in their 
judgment such statements are needed in the interest of either the industry or the consumer.”
